The amendments were proposed by 
congress and ratified by the legisla- 
tures of the several states, pursu— 
ant to the 5th article of the original 
Constitution, which reads thus: Article 


e Congress, whenever two-thirds | 


of both houses shall deem it necessary, 
6hall propose amendments' to this Con- 


stitution; or, on the application of the 


legislatures of two-thirds of the sev- 


eral states, shall call « Convention for 
which, in 
either case, shall be lawful to all in- 


proposing amendments, 


tents aud purposes, as & part of this 


Constitution, when ratified by the log- 


islatures of three-fourths of the several 


states, or by convention in three-fourths | 


thereof, as the one or the other mode 


of ratification may be proposed by the | 


Congress, provided, that no amend- 
ments which may be made prior to the 
year one thousand eight hundred and 
eight shall in any manner affect the 
first and fourth olauses in the ninth 
section of the first article, and that no 
state, without its consent, shall be de- 


prived of its equal suffrage in the 


senate.”” 

An assurance is given that the Con- 
stitution and its amendments, with the 
exception of Article XII, may be re- 
garded as a declaration securiug to 
the people and states certain rights, 
beyond the possibility of being „u- 
oroached upon by Congress; aud for the 
8afeguard of its dicta three governing 
departments are established, namely: 
the executive, the legislative and the 
Judicial. The legislative department 
is the power which enacted the 
Constitution and its amendments, and 
still decrees; the executive department 
is the power which cnſorces the laws; 
the judicial department is the power 
which interprets the laws. Well, is it 
not known that in eyery FREE conutry 
the constitution by which laws are de- 
creed is paramount to any other stat- 
ute passed as a positive law, and that 
it controls the power both of the ex- 
ecntive and of the legislative? Is it 
not in the al Constitution clearly 
atated in le II of the executive

officers of the United States, «hall be 
removed from office on impeachwe 1t 
for, and conviction of reason, bribery, 
or other high erimes and mizdemean- 
ors. The Constitation was drafted 
by « convention of delegates from all 
the stisch, «ave Rhode Island, which 
met at Philadelphis in May, 1787: after 
four months of deliberstion it was de- 
clared adopted on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, 1787, Thus k was neither hastily 
drafted nor more hastily accepted— 
| nonobstant, it is now dezecrated; the

They knew 
that the most advanced minds of the 
old dispensation were staggered by 
His method, although He obeyed the 
law, punctually performed all God's 
commands; but according to the Rab- 
binal traditions, He was not the bisto- 
rical interpretation. Nevertheless, He 
had of late been saying them strange, 
aye, very strange things —those things 
were $0 incomprehensible to them that 
their thoughts and spirits were con- 
fased, they were under the inflnence 
of presentiments which they could not 
define, and in that chaotic state of 
mid sat they at the board of the feast. 
Sad and heavy jndeed must have been 
their spirits, for as the Lord said, 
Verily T «ay nnto you that one of you 
shall betray me, they became exceed- 
ingly sorrowful, and began every one 
of them to say unto Him, Lord, is it 
I?” 

After supper He riseth, laid aside 
His outer garment, took a towel aud 
girded Himself, poured water into a 
basin, and hagan to wash their feet. 
They were a8touished and amazed, the 
Master was always doing just that what 
should throw them into consternation 
—here He is now washing their feet! 
It was 80 inconceivable an act that 
bold Peter could not forbegr from say- 
ing unto Lord, dost thou wash

Did 
Christ wash their feet because they 
were from their journey warm and 
dust, and in too soiled & condition to 
have sat at the feast? No, not for that 
reason did the Grand Master perform 
that act; it was simply because the end 
of time had come. He had given them 
to eat of the bread which was His body 
that was to c, for mankind; they 
had drank of His cup of the new 
and better covenant, it was 
a neW agreement made—thenceforward 
at their meetings they were to ent of 
His body that was broken for all and 
to drink of His blood that was shed 
for sinners; but He would be no more 
in person with them: to be competent 
to keep this His memorial they must 
be clean. 

When under God's command Moses 
bad instituted the typical sacriflce of 
the passover, he told the people: 
„Seven days shall there be no leaven in 
found in your houses; for whosoever 
eateth that which is leavened, even 
that soul shall be cut off from the con- 
gregat ion of Israel, whether he be a 
ranger or be born in the land.” 
These His disciples were born in the 
land of His love, they were His bretbren, 
they were His chosens; He cared for 
them, but He would have to cut them 
off from the congregation of Zion if 
lea ven were found in their spiritual 
houses. The worshipful Master knew 
that with the leaven of pride and lucre 
the houses of their hearts and souls 
were filled, so they must be cleansed. 
He was about to leave them; they were 
sad; nevertheless, in their grief they 
were most aintfious to know which 
of them should be chief. They were 
to be his representatives, they mnst 
then be filled with humility, and He 
wut teach them that beautiful lesson. 
In the wilderness God had fed their 
fathers with the corn of heaven, and 
they bad murmured; that these His 
selected should never murmur at the 
angels bread which He had given 
them to continually eat; they would 
have to be spiritually clean, or it would 
be to them unsavory, and they would 
desire flesh.

The 
narrow prepossessions of the several 
nations had fallen with the fall of their 
gods, Their various populations melted 
the one into the other; in Europe, Asia 
and Africa, all was but one vast empire, 
and the hnman family began to feel its 
comprehensiveness and its unity. 
Then the Word was made flesh. God 
appeared amongst men, and as man, 
to save that which was lost. In Jeans 
of Nazareth dwelt all the fullness of 
the God-head bodily; this is the great- 
est event in the annals of all time. 
The former ages been a prepa- 
ration for it; the latter untoll from it, 
it is their centre and connecting link. 
From this period the popular supersti- 
tions had no significancy, and such 
feeble relics of them as out lived the 
general wreck of incredulity vanished 
before the majestio orb of eternal 
truth. The Son of Man lived thirty- 
three years on this earth; be suffered. 
he died, he rose again-—he ascended 
into Heaven, his diseiples beginning 
at Jernsalem travelled over the Roman 
Empire and the worid everywhere pro- 
claiming their Master the author of 
Everlasting Salvation. From the 
mouth of these holy men of God, King- 
doms and Empires, provinces and ter- 
territories fell. Snch cities as Greece, 
with her arts, science and philosophy, 
(irecian architecture and superb struc- 
tares and magnificent halls, splendid 
pyramids, with their internal decors- 
tions, Elis built the celebrated tem- 
ple of Olympian Jupiter a work equall- 
ed in no subsequent age. 

GREECE'S GOLDEN AGE. 


There had long subsisted a coutest 
between the Elians and Pisans con- 
eerning the right of superintending 
the celebration of the Olympic games. 
This quarrel resulted in a war, 
in which the Pisans were conquered 
and all their effects were appropriated 
to the building of « temple to Jupiter, 
by whose assistance the Elians were 
supposed to be victorious. This tem- 
ple was of the Doric order, built of 
stone, resembling the Parian marble 
and encircled with a superb colonade. 
Its dome was 60 feet in height, 90 
broad and 230 long. It was covered 
with a rare kind of marble, cut in the 
form of tiles. At each extreme of the 
roof stood a golden vase and in the 
middle a golden victory, below which 
was a shield embossed with Medusa 

head of gold. On the pediment stood 
Pelops and Oenomans ready to begin 
the Olympic race in the presence of 
Jupitor. This vault was adorned with 
the battle of the Centaurs and Zapitha 

The labors of Hercules distinguished 
the principal entrance. After passing 
the brazen gates, you discover Iphitus, 
who, as we have seen, founded the 
Olympic games, crowned by his 
spouse, Echechiria, thence the way led 
through a noble portico to the majes- 
tic creation of Phidias, the Athenian, 
which formed the grand ornament of 
the temple; us weil as of Greece The 
God was sitting on & throne, gud of 
such colossal stature that his head

Upon the most conspic- 
aous part of the throne were eight 
statues representing the gymnastic 
exercises, and a beautiful figure resem- 
bling young Pantarses, the. favorite 
scholar of Phidias, who in the contest 
of the boys had lately won the Olympic 
prize. On the four pillars which 
between the feet sustained the throne, 
were delineated the Hesperides guard- 
ing the golden apples. Atlas, with 
mighty effort sustaining the heavens, 
with Hercules ready to assist him. 
Salamine, with naval ornaments 
in her hands, and Achilles, sup- 
porting the beautiful expiring Pen- 
thesilea. But the ornaments of this 
temple, and statues were indezcribable, 
still they preached Jesus Christ aud 
Him erucified, faking kings, empe- 
rors, bulls, barons, viscounts, cardi- 
_ earls, princes and nations treth- 
Me. 

From the midst of people who re- 
jeeted—intercourse with others pro- 
ceeded a mercy that invited and em- 
braced all. A great number of Asiatics, 
of Greeks, of Romans, hitherto led by 
their priests to the feet of dumb idols, 
believed at their word, *the gospel 
suddenly beamed on the earth like a 
ray of the sun, says Eusebius. A 
breath of life moved over this vast 
field of death, a vast new, & holy peo- 
ple was formed upon the earth, and 
the astonished world beheld in the 
disciples of the despised Galilean u 
purity, self-denial, chastity, a heroism 
of wich they retamed no idea. The 
new religion had two features amongst 
many others, which especially distin- 
guished it from all the human systeme 
which fell before it. One had refer- 
ence to the ministers of its worship— 
the other to its qoctrines. The min- 
isters of paganism were almost the 
gods of those human inventions.
